Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group II, Claims 8-26 in the reply filed on 
6/1/09 is acknowledged. 

2. Claims 1 -7 and 27-37 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 6/1/09. 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee.

Claim 13 contains allowable subject matter because prior art does not teach fairly 
suggested a treating solution is prepared by dissolving and/or dispersing a water 
soluble material and a water-insoluble material in a mixed solvent of water and an ether 
ethylene glycol and/or an ether of diethylene glycol and is adhered to a filter base 
material, and dried thereafter. Claims 9-12 and 14-26 depend on claim 13 and hence 
also are allowed.
